' “WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
The Loyalty Review Board today 
reopened the cases of 565 Fed- 
eral employes for a recheck un- 


der thé new rule that a “reason- 
able doubt” of loyalty is suffi- 
cient to bar employment. 

‘That is the rule under which 
John S, Service, veteran diplomat 
who had been cleared repeatedly 
under former procedures, was 
fired by the State Department 
Jast week after an adverse find- 
ing by the Review Board. 

Until President Truman revised 
the rules last spring a showing 
of actual disloyalty was required 
for discharge. 

In Service’s own case the Re- 
View Board emphasized that there 
was no finding of disloyalty—only 
“reasonable doubt.” On _ that 
ground it reversed findings of the 
State Department’s own loyalty 
and security board. 

8889 Cases Rechecked. 

Announcement of the reopening 
of the 565 cases was made by the 
Review Board after it had taken 
a new look at 8889 cases. It said 
those were “all that could possi- 
bly have been affected by the 
new loyalty standard that went 
into effect last May 1 by order of 
President. Truman.” 

The announcement from the 
board, which operates under the 
Civil Service Commission as a 
sort of appeals court over the 
Separate boards within Govern- 
ment departments, directed the 
individual agencies to m-":e the 
recheck on the 565 cases. 

It referred to Truman’s order 
which it said “changed the stand- 
ard of ineligibility (for federal 
employment) from _ ‘reasonable 
grounds for belief that the per- 
son involved is disloyal’ to ‘a 
reasonable doubt as to the loyalty 
of the pérson involved.’”

NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
Judge Thomas F. Murphy, an old 
hand at investigations, has ac- 
cepted an assignment from Presi- 
dent Truman to sweep wrongdoers 
out of the Federal Government. 

The United States district judge, 
before he was appointed to the 
bench, prosecuted the Govern- 
ment’s perjury case against Alger 
Hiss. He will direct a nonparti- 
san commission designed to take 
action against public officials who 
betray their trusts. 

Protections for honest office- 
holders also will be set up by the 
commission. 

Murphy, a Democrat, will be 
given a free hand to direct the 
job as he sees fit. . He will be re- 
sponsible only to the President.

WATERTOWN, N.Y., ISOLATED 
BY FREAKISH 3-FOOT SNOW 


Schools Closed, Bus Lines Halted 
—Many Streets Impass- 
able. 

WATERTOWN, N.Y., Dec. 17 
(AP)—Three feet of snow swept

The. blazing plane, which 
crashed seven minutes after the 
take-off, clipped a vacant house 
and wrecked an unuscd water 
pumping station, injuring one 
man slightly. Children filed 
screaming to safety from its path.

The city, which experienced an 


ice storm Friday, a temperature 
drop to 2 degrees above zero Sat- 
urday and 4degree cold yester- 
day, was warned that a storm 
moving this way from the Rockies 
spells more trouble.

ing rain to Jefferson City, Spring- 
field, Rolla and Lebanon, Mo, But 
the weather picture had its bright 
spot: lakes in Forest Park were 
officially opened to skaters. 


The new cold wave, developing 


over the Far Northwest, is still a 
long way off, but there are in- 


dications it will move fast, and 
St. Louis is expected to feel its 
effect late tomorrow. 

The mercury is expected to 
climb to 30 degrees or so tomor- 
row, then dive to a point between 
zero and 10 degrees. 

St. Leuis escaped the 5-below- 
zero cold that had been predicted 
for Sunday morning because the 
cold front moved eastward faster 
than had been expected, and 
clouds formed, Wahlgren ex- 
plained. The low reading this 
morning was 16, 

Ice still covered highways in 
central Missouri today, and there 
were icy spots on roads in north 
Missouri. Northern Illinois was 
warned to prepare for 3 to 6 
inches of snow.

Whatever the final figure, it ap- 
pears certain to be well above 
the 70 billions which it now is 
estimated will be spent this fiscal 
year. 

The new budget must go to 
Congress soon after it convenes 
early in January. Final deci- 
sions are expected to be reached 
within the next 10 days.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (UP)— 
Internal Revenue Commissioner 
John B. Dunlap said today it has 
been established that a New York 
revenue agent did have a sure- 
fire system for winning on the 
sulky races.

Final authorization for a strike 
rests with the 170-man committee, 
but this group usually puts its 
seal of approval on any action 
recommended by Murray and the 
executive board.

French official sources hailed 
Churchill’s visit here before going 
to Washington as a gesture show- 
ing that close British-French co- 
laboration is a fundamental part 
of British foreign policy. 

These sources said Churchill's 
visit was especially significant 
because a year ago when. the 
British Labor Government Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee went to 
Washington, the French premier 
had to go to London on his own 
initiative to get a fill-in on Brit- 
ish plans. ; 

More British Support Sought. 

The British-French talks were 
expected to cover the whole range 
of international problems with 
emphasis on the cost of rearming 
and the difficulties in getting 
ahead with plans for a European 
army. The French want more 
British support for the army plan, 
een though resigned to the fact 
that Britain refuses to pool its 
forces in such an. army.

Terming the present minimum 


pay fixed by the Fair Labor Stand-, 


ards Act for wage-earners in in- 
terstate commerce “inadequate,” 
Rieve said the CIO “cannot tol- 
erate large numbers ci workers 
continuing to work at this rate.” 
He urged that the coverage of 
the act be extended. 


Other Demands. 

- Rieve also repeated CIO de- 
mands for Administration-spon- 
sored legislation to tighten price 
and rent controls, end tax loop- 
holes, expand social security cov- 
erage and safeguard civil rights. 
He urged special action to provide 
unemployment benefits for per- 
sons thrown out of work because 
of production shifts caused by the 
defense program. 

“Just because the Congress may 
not be sympathetic to this type 
of bold program is no reason why 
‘it should be shied away from by 
those who are interested in the 
welfare of our people,” Rieve said 
regarding his recommendations 
in general,

purely negative fashion and re- 
fuses to move forward, it is es- 
sential and necessary that strong, 
bold. and forthright leadership 
be exhibited.

Rieve said the defense produc- 
tion act is an inadequate barrier 
to inflation and should be 
strengthened. If need be, he said, 
subsidies should be used to con- 
trol’ retail food prices. 

Rieve hinted that the CIO 
would be willing to “stabilize” 
‘wages if “a successful and ade- 
quaté price control program” is 
achieved, ' . 

“It is obvious,” the report said, 
“that wage policy must permit 
wages to reflect dni the cost 
of living, However, the applica- 
bility of this type of policy is 
academic if the Government, with 
the *aid of Congress, is able to

FBI Did Only _§Inter- 
viewing in Vote Fraud 
Case, He Discloses in 


Telecast.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17—Ther- 
on Lamar Caudle, ousted Assist- 
ant Attorney General who called 
off a Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation inquiry into the 1946 Kan- 
sas City election frauds after only 
six witnesses had been inter- 
viewed, said yesterday he never 
had interviewed a single witness 
in the case. 

The former head of the Jus- 
tice Department’s tax division ap- 
peared on the National Broad- 
casting Co. television program, 
“Meet the Press.” He was sub- 
stituting for his former boss, At- 
torney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath, whose scheduled appear- 
ance was prevented by the death 
of a close friend. The program 
was heard in St. Louis over the 
Post-Dispatch station, KSD-TV. 
Replying to a question by Ray- 
mond P. Brandt, chief Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Post- 
dispatch, Caudle declared reports 
that he stopped the federal in- 
vestigation in Kansas City were 
“unfounded.” 

Ten Working on Case, He Says. 

“A lot of people,” he said, “be- 
lieve that because you are an 
Assistant Attorney General you 
make final decisions. I have never 
made an arbitrary decision in my 
public life. All decisions are 
based upon conferences and rec- 
ommendations of attorneys in the 
department. There must have 
been 10 working on this ¢ase. The 
final decision was made by the 
Attorney General.” 

As head uf the Justice Depart- 
ment’s criminal division at the 
time, Caudle was chief govern- 
ment prosecuting officer under 
Attorney General Tom Clark, now 
a Supreme Court justice. He was 
the author of a memorandum to 
the *BI which had made a pre- 
liminary investigation of the vote 
frauds, stating there was no basis 
for prosecution under the federal 
civil rights law and informing 
the FBI no further investigation 
was desired, 
When Brandt recalled _ that 
newspaper reports said Caudle 
had interviewed only six witnesses 
in connection with the inquiry, he 
replied: 
“I never interviewed a single 
witness.” 

FBI Did Interviewings. 
He went on to explain the FBI 
had interviewed the Kansas City 
election board and two reporters 
from the Kansas City Star. The 
latter, he said, had “a lot of in- 
vestigators and probably between 
1300 and 1400 affidavits.” 
He agreed that further investi- 
gation was ordered after the vault 
in the Kansas City courthouse was 
blasted and the ballots, 
pounded in the state investigation 
of the frauds, were stolen on 
May 30. He did not agree that it 
was pressure by the Kansas City 
Star and the Post-Dispatch that 
prompted the reopening of the

Widow Awarded $106,540 Estate 
Willed to Two Masonic Groups 


Husband Failed to Revoke Bequest and 
Trust Agreement Naming 
Organizations. 


The $106,540 estate of the late 
Charles H. Thompson, who mar- 
ried in 1943 after a 26-year court- 
ship but neglected to revoke a 
will and trust agreement in favor 
of two Masonic organizations, was 


ordered turned over to the widow, 
Mrs. Minnie Mabel Thompson, by 
Circuit Judge James E. McLaugh- 
lin today. 


Mrs. Thompson, who lives at 
3852 Hartford street, testified she 
and her husband, both clerks for 
the Southern Railway, became 
sweethearts in 1917, but did not 
marry until 1943 because Thomp- 
son’s mother opposed the mar- 
riage. The mother, Mrs, Emma 
Thompson, died in 1941, 


On their wedding day, Mrs. Min- 
nié Thompson testified, Thomp- 
son told her he had revoked a 
will and trust agreement he had 
made in 1937 in favor of his moth- 
er, with the Masonic Home of Mis- 


souri, 5351 Delmar boulevard, and 
the George Washington Masonic 
Lodge, 3861 Lindell boulevard, as 
ultimate beneficiaries. . 

It was not until after his death 
in March 1950, that she learned 
that the will and.trust agreement 
were still in effect, leaving her 
nothing. 

The court overruled contentions 
by the Masonic organizations that 
statements made to Mrs. Thomp- 
son by her husband were not in 
writing and hence not binding. 

Thompson, most of whose prop- 
erty was inherited from an aunt, 
was 56 years old at the time of 
his death. Mrs. Thompson is 57. 

Judge McLaughlin, in his deci- 
sion, said Thompson had “pur- 
sued his wife relentlessly” be- 
fore their marriage, promising 
“to give her all his property if 
she would marry him.” 

“If ever a man defrauded a 
woman, Thompson did in the case 
of this plaintiff,” the court said.

OF 2 IN LABADIE FIRE

An inquest will be held in the

A few days before he 
had decided to fire Clark as 
chief of the criminal division be- 
cause of his easy-going attitude 
toward criminal prosecution.

duction. 

The confusion inherent in the 
spectacle of two congressional 
committees cutting across each 
other’s bows is not unusual in 
the mobilization field. The trou- 
ble is basic: The public appar- 
ently does not accept the neces- 
sity and urgency of mobilization 
and the Administration has made 
only a routine effort to dent that 
apathy. 

Strong Lead, Firm Policy Lacking 

Congress responded to the sit- 
uation by enacting weak and 
piecemeal legislation. Handed 
poor tools, Mobilizer Charles Wil- 
son has conserved his own 
strength. Thus it runs all down 
the line. Lacking a strong lead 
and firm policy, the various offi- 
cials concerned muddle along at 
whatever pace their own charac- 
ter and strength of will dictates. 

The resulting mishmash is one 
of the urgent problems that 
brought President Truman back 
to the Capital from his Florida 
vacation sooner than he had in- 
tended. How much success he 
is having in getting a clear pic- 
ture of what goes on has not yet 
appeared. He cannot wait too 
long for it; he has messages to 
write on the state of the union 
and the economic situation as 
well as his budget to put in final 
shape. 

Some mystery attaches to the 
optimistic conclusions handed to 
the press as a report from the 
Joint Committee on Defense Pro- 
duction. It is known that some of 
the committee members are out 
of the country or out of Wash- 
ington and few appeared at the 
hearings. 

Some Omissions Indicated. 

The principal mobilization man- 
agers gave testimony but the 
Army, Navy, Air Force and Muni- 
tions Board have all stated that 
they were not requested to fur- 
nish information on just how 
much war materiel they actually 
have—planes, guns, tanks, guided 
missiles, etc.—nor did they prof- 
fer any. This would suggest cer- 
tain practical omissions from the 
story which are of considerable 
importance.

lpys HE President has picturesquely and quite truthfully told the 


country that “wrong doers have no house with him.” But the 
underlying explanation of the rash of corruption in the Admin-

dent gives houseroom, not to wrongdoers, but to hopeless second- 
raters, who in turn admit the third- and fourth-raters to the Admin- 


istration’s house. 


In the second Truman adminis- 
tration, moreover, the second- 
raters have gained noticeably. 


Snyder and Maj. Gen. Harry 
Vaughan, we have had always 
with us. But in Truman’s first 
period, he at least consulted and 
mainly followed an extremely able 
personal adviser, Clark Clifford, 
on questions of domestic policy;

Johnson Struck Keynote, 

The keynote of the second 
Truman administration was 
struck when Louis A. Johnson re- 
placed James V. Forrestal at the 
head of the defense establish- 
ment, while the President’s ap- 
pointments secretary, Matt Con- 
nelly, began to be regularly con- 
sulted on policy matters. It is 
probably complimentary to call 
the Connellys, the Vaughans and 
the Donald Dawsons mere second- 
raters. And the emergence of 
Connelly as a major policy-maker, 
accompanied by interferences in 
policy even by Gen. Vaughan, 
were the deciding reasons for 
Clark Clifford’s departure from 
the White House. 

Connelly in turn was the key 
figure in the President’s astonish- 
ing self-reversal on the Pan 
American Airways - American 
Overseas merger—the most dra- 
matic of all triumphs of influ- 
ence. And Connelly and the other 
members of the White House 
clique of second-raters have per- 
sistently impeded presidential ac- 
tion on the whole RFC-Bill Boyle- 
Internal Revenue complex of 
messes. They have always blamed 
the first reports of trouble on 
malice and injustice. They have 
always encouraged the President 
to defend the indefensible. Thus 
the unfortunate Truman has been 
tempted deeper and deeper into 
hot water.

The first of the mink coats was

Like most of the other 
federal employes implicated in 
the influence racket, the wretched 
Caudle has dispensed hundreds of 
thousands — perhaps even many 
millions — of dollars worth of 
favors, in return for a few thou- 
sands of dollars worth of pleas- 
ure, flattery and luxury. The big 
money has been made by the 
smart men who got around 
Caudle, and then proceeded to 
sell him at so much a pound. 

One would have more respect 
for men like Caudle if they were 
big thieves on their own; but in 
fact they are mainly petty favor 
takers, who trade lunches, din- 
ners, airplane trips, holidays in 
Florida, small loans and above all 
flattery, for the enormous bene- 
fits which the Federal Govern- 
ment now has in its gift. They 
get the perfumed grease, which 
is cheap and nasty. The people 
who get the cash, which is at least 
relatively durable and 
not nasty, are the middle men 
who do the favors, and the busi- 
ness men who deal with the 
middle men. 

No Direct Relationship. 

The second-raters in the White 
House and the third-raters like 
Caudle may not have, and prob-

Mr. Truman’s choice of Federal Judge Thomas 
F. Murphy of NewYork to be the presidential 
investigator into executive department scandals 


may be good—and it may turn out to be a 


serious disappointment. 

There is no way of knowing in advance 
whether Judge Murphy will roll up his sleeyes 
and go resolutely at the big job of cleaning up 
the White House stables—or whether he will be 
beholden to the appointing power to which he 
owés his place on the federal bench. 


Judge Murphy’s record as a prosecutor was 
made in the Alger Hiss case. It was made there 
largely because the Department of Justice de- 
cided that it wanted to achieve, if at all pos- 
sible, the conviction of the former State De- 
partment official on perjury charges. 


Whether Judge Murphy could have obtained 
.a Hiss conviction, even in the second trial, with- 
out the fullest support and co-operation from 
the Attorney General’s office is doubtful. 


What if Judge Murphy does not receive the 
full support of the Department of Justice? What 
if Attorney General J. Howard McGrath makes 
no more of an effort to inform himself about 
what has gone on in his department than he 
says he has known in the past? What if the At- 
torney General prefers to go: on defending the 
Caudles and other officials who accepted gifts 
and free trips and favors and then went easy on 
big taxpayers in tax trouble? 

. * . 

If that is the situation, will Judge Murphy be 
in a position to demand the co-operation he 
should have? 

He is one of the newest of the federal 
judges. He took his seat less than six months 
ago. He owes his commission to the President 
and it is unlikely that Mr. Truman would have 
appointed him had Attorney General McGrath 
not approved the appointment, 

In short, Mr. Truman has put at the top of 
the tremendous job of restoring the people’s 
confidence in their officials in Washington a 
man who has just lately come into a lifetime 
appointment from the Administration. which is 
under fire. 

It is true that some federal judges could be 
depended on to do what needs to be done. Chief 
Judge Moore is eloquent witness to that. But 
the three Democratic federal judges in San 
Francisco who went easy on the. scandals in 
the Internal Revenue Bureau there are a dem- 
onstration that a federal judge unfortunately 
cannot be relied on solely because he is a fed- 
eral judge.

As for J. Edgar Hoover’s part in any investiga- 
tion, it should be only as he is called on. The 
FBI has taken its orders all along just as it did 
in the 1946 vote fraud investigation in Kan- 
sas City, It cannot be relied on for an indepen- 
dent investigation of the Department of Justice 
in which it is a subordinate part. 


President Truman had the Coolidge example 
of going outside his Administration and his 
appointees. He could have chosen a new Owen 
J. Roberts and another Atlee Pomerene to make 
a bi-partisan prosecuting team. He has not done 
so. Therefore he has failed to make the most 
of his opportunity. 

Judge Murphy may cut himself free of his 
Washington connections and investigate without 
fear or favor. We hope he will do just that.

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For the Children’s Benefit 


Parents of public school youngsters surely will 
applaud the St. Louis Heart Association’s cur- 
rent efforts toward early detection of serious 
disease in their offspring.,For the sooner signs 
of disease are detected, the sooner steps can be 
taken to cope with it. 

The program, under direction of Dr. Anne F. 
Hunter, a former instructor in pediatrics at 
Washington University, involves keeping a close 
watch on the heights and weights of the chil- 
dren. This is because doctors say there is evi- 
dence that growth failure may develop months 
before the onset of physical illness. 

Thus, the possibility of early detection of 
disease is considerably enhanced, a factor that 
should prove comforting to parents—especially 
those of the 5000 third-graders who have al- 
ready been examined and classified.

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Flight to the County 

Monsanto Chemical Co.’s decision to locate its 
new general headquarters in St. Louis county is 
of a pattern with similar moves by other St.

Mr. Larson’s ‘Indignation 

Jess Larson, General Services administrator, 
has put on a fine show of indignation at being 
involved by Frank Nathan, whom he describes 
as a “character,” in the testimony before the 
House subcommittee investigating tax scandals.

The wrecker plays an important role in the 
life cycle of the automobile. ,To his yard which 
scars the landscape filter down at last, through 
a descending order of ownerships, the bent and 
battered survivals of what were once so proudly 
hailed as the finest products of the assembly 
line. Here prowl the hot-rod enthusiasts and 
the economically depressed classes on the hunt 
for usable parts. When they have done, the 
rusting hulks which remain offer a daily re- 
minder that mass production depends upon mass 
consumption, that things must be constantly 
used up if new things are to roll constantly off 
the industrial conveyor. 


There are 7,000,000 cars in wrecking yards 
throughout the country—enough, if they were 
people, to populate New York City. At least ’ 
4,000,000 are believed to be of ancient vintage, 
ancient in this case meaging more than five 
years old. It is this reservoir which the National 
Production Authority has ordered tapped for 
defense. Three months from now, no wrecker 
will be permitted to acquire new wrecks unless 
he has previously got rid of all his other wrecks 
dating back beyond five years. 

From the boneyard there is only one place for 
an automotive skeleton to go—back to the steel 
mill as scrap. Defense officials confidently ex- 
pect that the new order will bring 2,000,000 tons 
of scrap to the mills just at a time when it is 
most seriously needed. 

The next time you shed a tear for that 1939 
model, which in retrospect seems so infinitely 
superior to your postwar job, remember that 
its splendid career may be closing with a major 
contribution to national defense. 
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Bear by the Tail, Modern Version 

Having a bear by the tail has long been the 
symbol of the reluctant force meeting the un- 
holdable but unreleaseable object. Twice within 
as many days, however, we have been obliged to 
let. go of the bear and take hold of a new symbol. 

First it was a spinning small airplane. When 
it started to take off on its own hook at Battle 
Creek, Mich., its pilot seized it by the tail and 
held it down on the ground for 10 minutes until 
help came. | 

Here, we thought on reading about it, is the 
perfect modernization of that figure of speech 
about the bear. “Having an airplane by the 
tail” would be just the picture of dilemma for 
the Air Age. 

Our pleasure in the fitness of the airplane-for- 
bear switch was short-lived. A meager 24 hours 
had passed when a Watertown (Conn.) house- 
wife’s washing machine ran away with her. 

Frankly, the washing machine did a better 
job of it than the airplane. It tore out of the 
concrete in whieh it had been mounted the day 
before, spilled soap and water, and emitted 
smoke and sparks—a truly spectacular perform- 
ance. The housewife threw herself on it, but 
the washing machine was not quelled until the 
electricity was turned off. 

Plainly enough, we inheritors of the Bear Age 
are not in the Air Age. The kind of Machine Age 
we are in is, as conclusively demonstrated, the 
Washing. Off we go, into the wild bluing

Gen. MacArthur Contradicts Himself 


The Mirror

In speech to Congress he said Chinese were non-ideological and also 
that their ideology is imperial and Communist, writer quotes; he 
declared Japan economically abreast of many free nations; in real- 
ity the Japanese depend on American largesse for their survival.

On April 19, 1951, Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur stood before the Congress of the 
United States of America to make a 
speech. “School children,” murmured 
one Senator, with tears in his eyes, “will 
commit to memory the words we are about 
to hear.” Then MacArthur spoke. 

Unfortunately for him, the speech was 

immediately set in print, where men could 
study it without emotion, and its thesis 
that he had done his duty and would “fade 
away”. was belied by his rush to a $100- 
a-day suite in New , 
York's most lavish 
hotel and a tour of 
America’s cities com- 
parable to a victori- 
ous Caesar’s home- 
coming. 

‘Millions expected 
MacArthur to sh 
the way out of the 
“Korean mess.” They 
were left—when, fi- 
nally, they stopped 
to think about it— 
with the gnawing 
worry ge the 
Genera a pro- : 
posed might ge t Gen. MacArthur 
them swiftly into conflict a thousand times 
worse. For our dilemma could not be 
worldwide as MacArthur stated and at the 
same time depend wholly upon Asia, as 
he insisted. Even the Chinese, of whom 
he spoke with such assurance, could not 
be two kinds of people at once. 

“There is little of the ideological con- 
cept either one way or another in the 
Chinese make-up,” he said. But he had 
said, one paragraph before, of China, that 
it had become in 50 years “. . . militarized 
in... concepts and ideals ...a new and 
dominant power .. . allied with Soviet 
Russia but... in its own concepts and 
methods... aggressively imperialistic with 
a lust for expansion...” 

Now, either the Chinese are non-ideo- 
logical and mainly interested in a better 
living standard, as MacArthur asserted, or 
they are imperialistic and communistic as 
he described them. They cannot be both. 


MacArthur’s views on Asia were not ac- 
ceptable because they were incoherent. 

He went on to say that ”. . . politically, 
economically and socially Japan is now 
abreast of many free nations of the earth 
and will not again fail the universal trust.” 


At present, Japan depends upon Ameri- 
can largesse for mere survival. Japan’s eco- 
nomic future under any other aegis is 
inscrutable since it would turn upor? re- 
capturing the markets of China, currently 
Communist. In the longer range of time, 
Japan's plight seems hopeless. 

How any honest intelligence could ig- 


nore such fundamental factors is impossi- 
ble to imagine. But the General waved 
them aside. 

Concerning America’s military security 
he asserted flatly, “Any predatory attack 
from Asia must be an amphibious effort.” 


Even while MacArthur spoke, vast 
American agencies were being formed, 
funds were being levied, and the laws of 
all 48 states were being changed, to make 
ready for a “predatory” atomic attack 
upon the U.S.A. by air alone. 

Indeed, the most bizarre blank in the 
General's “thinking” (and in his address) 
was the absence of any consideration of 
the new-style, atomic attack that certainly 
will oceur if war becomes global. What 
is at the very least a consummate hazard 
for America as a whole—not just as a 
military establishment—was ignored by 
MacArthur. . 

The next war may be won or lost, not 
with troops or navies or airplanes, but in 
the streets of cities and through the valor 
or the panic of opposed civilians under as- 
sault by weapons of mass destruction and 
terror. MacArthur, alas, seems incapable 
even of considering such a possibility. The 
name he has given it publicly is “hysteria.” 

His speech gave one clue to the nature 
of his intellectual quandary. Thoughtful 
men see the world in the midst of a terri- 
ble conflict between men who want to be 
free and men who want to impose a “sys- 
tem.” But, to MacArthur, “The problem 
basically is theological...” © 

If that is so, we are probably doomed. 
For in America it is the constitutional 
right of each person to take whatever 
“theological” view he sees fit and none 
has the right to impose his dogma on the 
rest. 

Only the Communists have an absolute 
and international “theology,” with Marx 
as its God-head, Lenin as its Savior, Stalin 
as its High Priest, the Manifesto as its 
creed, and a power to impose identical be- 
lief by physical means transcending even 
the frenzy of the “Christian” anomaly, the 
Inquisition. 

Among men still free, or hoping again 
to be free, this is not the time for “theo- 
logical” propaganda. Such a use of the 
word by a potential American leader will 
shock all who understand what liberty has 
meant here for two centuries. 

If we cannot agree that we are endeavor- 
ing to establish a free world and imagine, 
instead, that we are seeking a “theology,” 
the Communists, who have a perfected 
brand, will surely undo us for not knowing 
what we are trying to do!

All the locks on campus buildings and 
offices at Washington University in St. 
Louis are scheduled to be changed—so we 
are informed—in an attempt to frustrate 
a student ring that has been using a 
master key to obtain examination data. 
Five students have been dismissed, and 
the locksmiths have now protected the 
university’s storehouse of information with 
new and stronger locks. A student survey 
made in the wake of the dismissals reveals 
that cheating is “fairly widespread.” 

Discussion in university circles through- 
out the country, comments Chancellor 
Arthur H, Compton, “indicates that student 
insecurity over the draft and world condi- 
tions has led to a decline and breakdown 
in student behavior and has increased 
cheating.”

Between Book Ends 


Novel About Group Medicine . 


THE SERPENT-WREATHED STAFF, by Alice Tisdale 

Hebart. (Bobbs-Merrill Co., 403 pags., $3.50.) 

The serpent-wreathed staff, ancient sym- 
bol of healing, has been chosen by Mrs. 
Hobart to symbolize the modern conflict 
between the healers, which has been pre- 
cipitated by proposals for group medicine. 

In her story, dramatically told, the 
iternecine strife is intensified by the em- 
ployment as protagonists of two brothers, 
closely knit in their familial relationships, 
but bitterly opposed to each other profes- 
sionally. ' 

On the one side is Dr. Sam Payne, self- 
centered, secure, possessive and domineer- 
ing, concerned only in his professional 
capacity with the mechanical structure and 

Fn chemistry of the body 
in the impersonal 
pattern of the mod- 
ern world. On the 
other side Dr. Alan 
Payne, selfless, sen- 
sitive to the hurts of 
humanity, seeking 
in new techniques 
the healing of body 
and soul. 

In that kind of a 
battle the odds are 
against the innova- 
tors, chief among 
them Dr. Alan Payne, 

Alice T. Hobart and in favor of the 

status quo, represent- 

~ ed by Dr. Sam Payne. The latter is fight- 

ing not only for what he conceives to be 

the ethics of his profession but also for 

the family leadership that he has always 
arrogated to himself. 

For those without convictions concern- 
ing group medicine the story, with its 
thrusting apart of family members and 
friends, is of absorbing interest. As to 
the medical problems, partfsans will ap- 
prove or disapprove of one or the other of 
the battling brothers according to their 
already established convictions. 

Although the author throws her weight 
on the side of group medicin2, the story’s 
ending is inconclusive. Perhaps she had 
her own reservations. In any case, she does’ 
not use the events of her story to drive 
home a clear-cut lesson. With Dr. Alan 
Payne going down at least to temporary 
defeat, there is not much of a happy end- 
ing for readers who have sympathized with 
his struggles and expected his triumph. 
It is a consistent ending, since it reflects 
the fact that the battle for group medicine 
is still to be won; but the reader who takes 
sides usually wants a positive answer to 
all questions raised in the text. So as fic- 
tion “The Serpent-Wreathed Staff” is 
partly disappointing. 

The ending has a symbolism of its own 
to match that of the serpent-wreathed 
staff. Accepting his defeat, Dr. Alan Payne 
picks up an Easter lily—a little wilted as 
if it t have been used at a church 
service—and a red rose with a vigorous 
stem, sharp with thorns.

HEAD OF TYPEWRITER FIRM 


SYRACUSE, N.Y., Dec. 17 (AP) 
—Hurlbut W. Smith, president 
and board chairman of L. C. Smith 
& Corona Typewriters, Inc., and 
a leading industrialist for more 
than 60 years, died last night. He 
had suffered a cerebral hemor- 
rhage a week ago. He was 386 
years old. 

He began his industrial career 
in 1882 in Syracuse at a tool 
bench of the L. C. Smith Gun Co. 
operated by his brother, Lyman 
C. Smith. Six years later, Hurlbut 
Smith joined his brothers, Lyman, 
Wilbert L., and Monroe C. Smith 
in organizing the Smith Premier 
Typewriter Co. 

In 1893, the company joined 
forces with the Union Typewriter 
Co., from which the Smith broth- 
ers withdrew in 1903 to found the 
L. C. Smith and Brothers Type- 
writer Co., to produce a new-type 
machine. The company merged 
with the Corona Typewriter Co. 
in 1926.

LONDON, Dec. 17 (AP)—Lord 
Perth, who as Sir Eric Drummond 
was the first secretary-general 
of the League of Nations, died 
late Saturday night at his home 
at Rogath, England. He was 75 
years old. 

He served in numerous diplo- 
matic and political posts, from 
1933 to 1939 as British ambassa- 
dor to Italy. He was in the spot- 
light of world discussion in 1938 
when new credentials accredited 
him as ambassador to “the King 
of Italy and the Emperor of 
Ethiopia.” It was contended in 
some quarters that the form of 
accreditation amounted to Brit- 
ish approbation of the Italian 
conquest of Ethiopia. 

He was attached to the British 
delegation at the Versailles Peace 
Conference at the end of World 
War I and shortly afterward was 
named secretary-general of the 
League-of Nations. He served 
from 1919 to 1933. Earlier he 
had been private secretary to 
three statesmen, Edward Grey, 
Lord Asquith and Lord Balfour,

During the half 
century her syndicated column 
was published her humor and 
understanding drew the confi- 
dence of men and women from 
all corners of the globe. 

Behind her cheerful exterior 
was a career torn by misfortune, 
She married at 18. Her husband, 
George O. Gilmer, was incurably 
stricken two years after their 
marriage and for 35 years, until 
his death, she nursed him and 
carried on her writing, 

She entered newspaper work 
through a coincidence. Shortly 
after her husband became ill, she 
suffered a breakdown and was 
taken by her family to Bay St. 
Louis, Miss. Her next-door neigh- 
bor was Mrs. Eliza Jane Nichol- 
son, owner and editor of the old 
New Orleans Picayune. 

One day Mrs. Gilmer showed 
Mrs. Nicholson a story she had 
written. Mrs. Nicholson bought 
the story and launched Mrs. Gil- 
mer on a journalistic career 
which included coverage of sen- 
sational murder stories. Mean- 
while the column “Dorothy Dix 
Talks,” was started. The pen 
name was a variation of Dicks, 
the name of a family servant. 

She conducted the Dorothy 
Dix column until shortly before 
she came ill, when others carried 
on.for her. Associates said her 
will provides that after her 
death the column is not to ap- 
pear under name.

He is so right. The first 
Rose Bowl game was played on 
Jan. 1, 1902, and now, half a 
century later, it can be said 
truly that these post-season 
spectacles have become a part 
of American life. So have ju- 
venile drug addiction, and the 
movies, and going to church on 
Sunday, and turkey on Thanks- 
giving, and comic books, and 
seeing your dentist regularly, 
and drinking sterno. 

It remains for qualified au- 
thorities, a group that possibly 
includes Mr. Barnhill, to decide 
whether all parts of American 
life are equally admirable and 
equally desirable. There may 
be in some cases, room for hon- 
est differences of opinion. Some 
of us sterno men, for instance, 
feel strongly on that issue, but 
individual tastes can differ. 


Would Not Pass Up Chance. 


OR purposes of this discus- 
sion, the term “bowl games” 
does not include such enter- 
prises as the annual East-West 
competition in San Francisco 
for the benefit of crippled chil- 
dren. There are causes which 
all of us must aid as we are 
able, and no football player who 
has the chance should be denied 
the privilege of contributing 
talents toward this ‘work. 

It is difficult, however, to see 
what worthy purpose is served 
by the carnivals that are pro- 
moted for profit. Even if all 
the revenue from these shows 
were used to support a sane and- 
and healthy program of physical 
training, the good accomplished 
couldn’t balance the scales. 

The only attraction § that 
brings colleges into the bowls 
is money. Too much money. In 
the big ones, the payoff is so 
great that colleges lose all sense 
of proportion in their struggle 
for a place at the trough. They 
go into the hole to buy teams 
that can bring in the swag, and 
then they use the loot to buy 
more teams to get them even, 
and on they whirl around the 
vicious circle. 

This is the greates evil, but 
there are others. To play foot- 
ball on Jan. 1, you must ex- 
tend the season a full month 
beyond its normal limits. Many 
fumble foundries conduct six 
weeks or so of spring football 
practice and cart their athletes 
off to training camps in the late 
summer, before classes open. 
During+the season, Sunday prac- 
tice is not unheard-of and even 
the lunch hour may be con- 
sumed by blackboard lectures, 
often supplemented by weekly 
written tests. 


They’re Not All Smart. 


OT all young men who play 

football are smart. But 

along about Jan. 2 even a 
stupid one may begin to won- 
der what is this thing called 
higher education. 

Defending bowl games as 
part of American life, Mr. Barn- 
hill adds, “they have never been 
involved in scandal.” “The cau- 
tious might insist that these . 
Roman holidays, considered as 
a part of a system of educa- 
tion, are a scandal in them- 
selves but Mr. Barnhill is cor- 
rect when he points out that 
nobody has been caught dump- 
ing a bowl game. There have 
been no scandals of note lately 
in professional wrestling, either. 

Opposition to bowl games, 
this educator declares, comes 
from “institutions which never 
expect to go to a bowl, and big 
schools which do not need the 
money.” 

Even as he spoke, the eastern 
college athletic conference 
voted 46 to 8 against bowl 
games. The conference includes 
some of the most attractive 
teams and some of the largest 
athletic deficits in existence. 

In his defense of the post- 
season pageants, Mr. Barnhill 
neglected to mention their pop- 
ularity. Perhaps it occurred to 
him that there are other as- 
pects of American life—and 
also European and South 
African life—which have never 
entirely lost their popularity in 
spite of some opposition from

An Old Ram Habit.

While Los Angeles was whip- 
ping the Packers on five touch- 
down passes by Bob Waterfield 
and a 99-yard touchdown run by 
Jerry Williams, the Lions fell be- 
fore the San Francisco 49efs, 
21-17, and the Bears bowed to the 
Chicago Cardinals, 24-14. 

The results left Detroit and 
San Francisco tied for second 
place, a half-game back of Los 
Angeles. 

Cleveland, with the American 
Conference title already wrapped 
up, finished out the season with 
a 24-9 victory over the Philadel- 
phia Eagles for the Browns’ elev- 
enth straight victory since losing 
the opener to the 49ers.

Steelers struck for three touch- 
downs in the final period for a 
20-10 triumph over Washington, 
and New York’s Giants defeated 
the New York Yanks, 21-17, as 
Fullback Price won league ground 
gaining honors and established a 
circuit record for number § of 
times carrying the ball.

manager the next time I get a 
chance.

noon I was named manager, I 
said the Cardinals no longer 
would use the platoon system and 
I expressed confidence that I 
could make a winner again out of 
George Munger. I was wrong on 
both counts, 100 per cent wrong. 


I thought I could get more out 
of Munger than Dyer did, but 
I’m convinced now that Big Red 
doesn’t have the heart to be a 
good pitcher. In his earlier days 
he had great stuff, but not great 
desire. Now he lacks the desire 
and the ability, too. And he takes 
a defeatist attitude by complain- 
ing he can’t learn to break the 
speed on the ball and adopt other 
measures of cunning that have 
kept many pitchers going after 
they lost the hop off their fast 
one. 

About the platoon system, I 
confess I had the same feelings 
of a fan or a clubowner, the firm 
belief that playing every day 
would bring out the best in any 
ballplayer. I changed my mind, 
though, because I learned as man- 
ager that the major leagues can't 
be a finishing school. There just 
aren't enough full-fledged major 
leaguers to go around, and the 
Cardinals didn’t have their share. 
I tried in spring training and in 
early-season games to g0 with 
one lineup, but have you ever 
watched, for instance, a right- 
handed hitter like Chuck Diering 
hit a righthander or a lefthanded 
hitter like Hal Rice try to hit a 
southpaw?

The kind of tape to use has a 
leatherette finish and an adhesive 
on the back that secures it to 
the bowl but comes off without 
leaving a mark. 

A bell strip that’s even easier 
to make starts with silver foil 
covered chocolate drops. The 
most popular kind of chocolate 
drop that is foil covered is bell 
shaped and has a tiny ribbon of 
translucent paper around it, the 
ends of which show at the top. 
These ends of paper are just 
what’s needed to attach the candy 
bells to the tape, and once you 
learn to make bell strips this way 
you'll use them everywhere, espe- 
cially to give flower containers a 
holiday look. 

A potato chip can, bell deco- 
rated, can be the container that’s 
big enough for spreading branches 
of evergreen. Other bell ideas— 
little bells tied onto a basket to 
hold Christmas mail, a necklace 
of bells around a big bottle.

‘A Bad Quarter of an Hour.’ 


HE form in which our reader 
T poses this phrase is “a bad 

half hour,” about which he 
suggests there is something famil- 
iar, It “rings a bell” in his mind, 
a says, though he does not know 
why. 
The original saying behind this 
is the French “un nauvais quart 
d’heure”"—a bad quarter of an 
hour, which is popular among 
French-speaking people, and 
which has seen some usage as 
metaphor in the English form in 
this country. “A bad quarter of 
an hour” may stand for a trying 
interview which lasted an hour 
and a half, or a session in court 
which took all morning. 

The expression is attributed to 
Louis XIII, who is quoted as hav- 
ing used it in 1642 when his 
favorite, the Marquis Cinq-Mars, 
was executed. This would give 
the saying a history of 300 years 
and explain the proverbial status 
it has so long enjoyed in France 
and its adoption as metaphor on 
the English tongue. 

However, it is possible that the 
allusion to having a bad time as 
“a bad quarter hour” is even 
older. It seems the attribution 
of authoriship to Louis XIII w@s 
by Lady Katherine Jackson, an 
English author of the last century 
who wrote a good deal on the 
subject of French society, and 
whose volume on “Old Paris” had 
considerable currency in its day.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


EW people are quite so sad as 

those who spent a lot of time 

and money putting down new 
linoleum or asphalt tile flooring 
but put it down over an improp- 
erly prepared floor. Chances are 
that before the new covering is 
ready for a cleaning it has be- 
gun to cratk in spots, has holes 
from nail heads in it and has 
bulged or pulled loose in spots. 

Preparing the average wood 
floor for a covering should begin 
with driving all nails down so 
that there are no exposed heads. 
Loose nails should be removed. 
Squeaks in the floor should be 
removed by driving in additional 
nails around the squeak area. 
Large cracks and open seams 
should be filled with a wood filler 
such as plastic wood. Grease or 
oil stains should be scrubbed out 
with carbon tetrachloride. 

Rough spots in the wood should 
be planed or sanded smooth. 
Boards that have warped and 
cupped should have the exposed 
edges sanded down so that they 
won’t cut into the linoleum. If 
the entire floor surface is in a 
rough or warped condition, get 
an electric sander and give the 
entire area a good going over. 
After the sanding, check over the 
surface again for exposed nail 
heads. 

Examine carefully the sections 
of flooring around plumbing fix- 
tures, Often you find spots where 
the wood flooring has begun to 
rot and these sections should be 
replaced.

What silly hoax was 
this? In high dudgeon, he stamped 
downstairs and started off for 
home. But his servants finally 
persuaded him at least to try the 
directions. So they went to the 
banks of the Jordan and Naaman 
bathed as he had been told. 

In that same hour his flesh be- 
came as clear and healthy as that 
of a little child. The leprosy dis- 
appeared completely. 

Naturally then, the contrite cap- 
tain wanted to thank the prophet, 
but Elisha waved him away, He 
did not welcome gratitude. His 
delight was in the law of the Lord 
and in that law he meditated, day 
and night. No man with healing 
power from God wants pay for 
his use of it.
